The Selectmen have taken

from the Eastern Mass, Street

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


Take Nothing For Granted 

Some comments made by Jim Roberts, Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce executive, at the Board of Trade 
dinner, hit close to home. 

He stressed the importance of selling a community’s 
assets, not sitting back with smug assurance that certain 
things are bound to happen. He told the story of one 
western community that has dwindled in population and 
wealth, because it had so many assets that its merchants 
and businessmen simply waited for the assured growth. 

Andover could be in this position as far as its industrial 
land is concerned. We have heard over the past few years 
about the terrific value of the sites within the town; ho 
the developers and the businessmen will surely covet this 
area — just wait a while. 

There seems to be an idea that our industrial sites are 
so good that indifferent attitudes on the part of officials 
and townspeople make no difference at all. 

This is not true. Other communities have sites that 
equal ours, or are almost as good. But they sell their 
assets — and they are more likely to get the rewards than 
are we. 

We must not take the town’s assets for granted. We have 
to sell them to prospective developers and builders, par- 


ticularly in the industrial field. 


Make It Right 


Looks Like there’ll be a lot of school construction during 
the next few years both on the secondary and element- 
ary levels. 

And there’s one thing to keep in mind, when considering 
the latter. It is our understanding that the plans for the 
Henry C. Sanborn School are the property of the town. 
They should be utilized wherever and whenever possible. 

On many occasions, a newly-appointed school building 
committee has gone through the process of hiring new 
architects, obtaining new plans and carrying out the full 
construction project. 

Now we have the opportunity to do just what many 
residents have often suggested — use the plans of one 
building over again, with possible adaptation to a new 
site. 

Future building committees should be so instructed, 
without leaving any doubt in anyone’s mind. This is one 
way to keep costs down, without sacrificing quality of 
construction. 

We might also suggest that a design for a new second- 
ary school shall include expansion possibilities. On some 
occasions, we have heard architects state that a building, 
designed for expansion, can not actually be increased in 
size without creating problems within the plant. 

Thus it would be desirable to have a full design for the 
expanded school, making certain by doing so that the 
building can be increased some time in the future. Then, 
when the smaller structure is authorized, the town will 
have some guarantee that an architect will not have the 
same comments to make, 15 or 20 years from now. 


Mixed Opinion 


There seem to be mixed feelings within the town’s 
official family, about the merits of having the Vocational 
Regional School in the community. 

Most of the questions concern using prime industrial 
land for the school — land that will automatically dis- 
appear from the tax lists, once it becomes the property 
of the Regional School Committee. 

The site in question is in Andover, on the river side of 
River rd., near the Lawrence line. In general, it abuts the 
Industrial Park on Andover st., Lawrence. There’s little 
question that it is a good site for the school in terms of 
site preparation and room for adequate development of the 
area, But as a site near other industrial land, which is 
being developed at present, it is also one of the choicest 
locations in Andover — more likely to be acquired for 
industrial use than some others, which are more difficult 
to develop.

Bookplates On Display 

Miss Margaret Cronin has ar- 
ranged a most interesting display 
of a portion of her collection of 
bookplates in the vestibule case at 
the library, She has chosen what 
she considers the most attractive 
examples of different categories 
and has put explanatory labels on 
them, 

In her exhibit she shows some of 
the Sidney Lawton Smith plates, 
very famous portrait examples, 
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Probably the most serious eco- 
nomic problem plaguing the cotton 
textile industry here in Massachu- 
setts and in other parts of New 
England is the disastrous effect 
of the two-price system on the 
‘purchase of raw cotton, Due to 
an export subsidy program, 
American industrial consumers of 
cotton have been forced to pay 
eight and one-half cents per pound 
more than foreign consumers, The 
result has been disastrous for 
cotton textile manufacturers, 

When lower cotton prices are 
coupled with lower labor costs 
abroad, foreign-made cotton goods 
can be soldonthe American market 
at prices considerably lower than 
those American-made goods can 
command, Meanwhile, the Ameri- 
can consumer must pay a higher 
price for clothing, linens and other 
domestic products and manufac- 
turers have watched their markets 
dwindle. 

To alleviate this situation, a bill 
to enable American purchasers of 
cotton to obtain it at the price 
prevailing on the world market has

I Cronin’s interest in the 


ubject was greatly increased when 
she inherited a collection two years 
ago, and she has continued adding 
new finds until her collection now 
numbers about 2000, 

The exhibit will remain on view 
for a week or two,

Postmaster Francis J, Mooney 
announces that Andover’s ZIP code 
is 018 - plus the digits 10 for 
every patron who has mail de- 
livered from the office, and 11 for 
those getting mail via the Shaw- 
sheen branch, Ballardvale’s code - 
that’s a separate Postoffice - is 
01820, 

The theory behind the new code 
is that nation-wide usage will allow 
speedier delivery, and cut mis= 
takes to a minimum. 

Mr. Mooney insisted, while out- 
lining the new procedures, that the 
effectiveness depends on everyone 
remembering to use the code, 

A correct address will have, 
following the normal sequence of 
words, the full numerical code,
